One of the fou lest, most bru tal and 
atrociou s mu rders ev er committed in 
Ru sh cou nty occu rred last nigh t abou t 
tw elv e-th irty o'clock, when Charles 
Coleman, a colored farmer, was killed, 
being attacked witti a hatchet and 
beat ov er the head and his th roat cu t 
w ith 
a 
sh arp 
instru ment, 
almost 
sev ering th e head from the body . 
Th ere is a deal of my stery su rrou nd­ 
ing th e m u rder and the officers are 
doing a ll in th eir power to clear it 
u p. 
Sev eral clu es are adv anced and 
noth ing will be left u ndone to ru n 
th e gu ilty party to grou nd. 
At pres­ 
ent, th ere is mu ch work being carried 
on in the dark by the officials, for to 
th row th e glare of limeligh t on all 
dev elopments at su ch a time, cau ses 
m any garbled and ex aggerated Btories 
to become cu rrent. 
Th e story of the crim e—as mu oh as 
th ere is known abou t i t —and told by 
th e v ariou s witnesses is as follows: 
Abou t 
m idnigh t, 
Joh n 
Henry 
Gru bbs, a boarder at 
the Coleman 
home complained th at he w s su ffer­ 
ing from oramp J in his stomach cau sedl 
from eating canned salmon at the ev e­ 
ning meal. 
He said he awakened the 
members of the hou sehold to see if they 
cou ld giv e h im nu y relief. 
O oh intn 
said he wou ld go for a phy sician, and 
G ru bbs say s th at he relu ctantly 
a g reed 
to th is say ing he cou ld go ov er the 
car line and oome into this city h im ­ 
self. 
This, Coleman wou ld not listen 
to , according to Gru bbs, and he went 
to the barn and hitched u p a pinv to 
make th e driv e. 
The Coleman’s liv e 
on the Clint Ku ell farm, abou t a mile 
and one-half cast of this city and the 
driv e was bu t a short one. 
Mrs. Coleman arose and say s she 
■watched her hu sband, wTho was carrv - 
ing a lantern, go to the barn, hitch u p 
and driv e away . 
It was the last seen 
of him aliv e. 
This morning, 
Hiss 
Wellman, 
aocompau ied 
by Grant 
Lacy , were driv ing east of here and 
came u pon the dead body of Coleman 
along the road, near the Sh arp boos« , 
on the sou th side of the pike, east cf 
East Hill cemetery . 
Coleman was killed on his way to 
th is city , near the point where his 
body was fou nd. 
From the mark> and 
ev idence in the bu ggy in which he 
was riding, the mu d scraped off here 
and th ere in v ariou s places, it is ev i­ 
dent th at lie was first stru ck with the 
h atch et by a person riding in the bu g­ 
gy w ith him. 
The inju ries he su s­ 
tained from this wou nd was. in itself, 
su fficient to kill him and he eith er 
fell or was dragged ou t of the v ehicle 
and his th roat cu t by two long inci­ 
sions, in all probability with a razor. 
The spot where he was fou nd is cov ­ 
ered 
with blood, 
while v ery 
little 
appears in the bu ggy . 
Dr. Lowell 
M. Green 
fou nd the 
h atch et u sed to commit the fou l deed 
in the field east of where the body 
was fou nd, abou t twenty feet from the 
road where it was th rown after the 
job was 
done. 
Th is 
weapon will 
prov e a v alu able clu e towards clear­ 
ing u p the affair and finding the gu ilty 
party , if indeed the my stery is ev er 
so lv ed. 
The sh arp instru ment u sed to 
co m plete the wo rk wou ld 
prov e a 
v a lua ble find at th is time. 
Ma ny sto ries a re rife 
a nd ma ny 
theo ries a dv a nced, bu t it is a t best a 
¿ co mplex ca se a nd w ill ca ll fo r a dea l 
o f unra v eling 
befo re the 
truth is 
kno wn unless a co nfessio n is forth ­ 
co ming . 
Su sp icio n a t 
first centered upo n 
G rnbbs, a nd the ma n was im m ed ia tely 
put under surv eilla nce by the 
po lice. 
He wa s ta ken befo re Co ro ner W ill S. 
Co lema n, where he to ld a stra ig h tfo r­ 
ward sto ry o f the a ffa ir. He repea ted 
the sa me sto ry befo re the g ra nd jury 
in sessio n this a fterno o n. 
Ma ny were 


of the opinion th at the fellow '^had 
a 
hand in it as he is said to hav e acted 
in a rath er'my steriou s manner follow­ 
ing th e finding ot the body . 
He at 
once came to th is city and it is said 
th at he made inqu iries immediately 
concerning some insu rance carried by 
the v ictim of the mu rder. [ It was in 
timated 
th at 
perhaps t he colored 
boarder and the wife of^Goleman had 
been on too friendly terms, bu t this is 
stou tly denied by Th e friends of both 
parties, who say the woman is abov e 
su spicion* in this respect. 
Th en again 
it is h inted th at Gru bbs knew th at 
Coleman possessed'considerable money , 
and th at he migh t hav e had a hand 
in it with robbery as motiv e 
In his 
behalf again it is then claimed th at 
the man hav ing access to the home and 
ev ery part of it wou ld not need to 
stoop to su ch 
measu res to rob his 
benefactor. 
The Colemans came here 
from Mt. Sterling, Kentu cky , abou t 
fiv e y ears ago, and shortly after they 
arriv ed here, Gru bbs followed. 
He 
was an old childhood and school day s 
friend o f Mrs. Coleman ami went to 
th oir home to board. 
He left a fte r­ 
wards, bat retu rned again last su mmer 
and asked to be taken back to board. 
Some little objection was raised at 
th at time, bu t 
when he agreed to 
pay 
an increase in board 
he was 
again taken 
in. 
A h far as known 
noth ing bu t the best ¿relation ex isted 
iu the 
Coleman home between the 
cou ple and th e boarder. 
Mrs Coleman tells the same story as 
Gru bbs, and it wou ld hav e been im ­ 
possible for him to Lav e committed 
the crime with ou t her knowledge, and 
if he is gu ilty then she is shielding 
him 
She say s she ^remained awake 
the entire~night, mu oh of the time 
standing ar the window looking ou t 
and down the road. 
Here again is anoth er pecu liar m a t­ 
ter. 
When the man was sent for a 
doctor and did not retu rn with in a 
reasonable length of 
tim e ,' it does 
seem rath er odd th at inqu iries were 
not made’fer'h im and th at the persons 
at the Coleman home anx iou sly a w a it­ 
ing the arriv al of a phy sician did not 
conclu de th at he was inju red or some* 
ti ing was wrong and institu te an in­ 
v estigation. 
It 
was not u ntil fiv e 
o’clock 
th is 
morning 
th at 
Mrs. 
Coleman telephoned to Dr. Dean, th eir 
regu lar phy sician, and asked if Cole­ 
man.h ad been there. 
An h ou r after­ 
wards the body was fou nd. 
In ev ery case of mu rder there mu st 
be a motiv e, and wh at the motiv e was 
in'th is case is one 
of 
the baffling 
points. 
Coleman was an ex c edingly 
popu lar „ colored 
man and 
had no 
known enemies. 
It seems almost in­ 
credible th at it wa s robbery 
for no 
one ex cept the members of the hou se 
hold knew’ the man wa s coming to th is 
city a t su oh a n hou r. 
Howev er, the 
w ife of the v ictim sa y s he wa s ro bbed. 
Yesterda y , she cla ims she g a v e him 
twenty -fiv e do lla rs which he intended 
to purcha se so me clo thing w ith, but 
deferred do ing so 
a nd o nly lo o ked 
a bo ut the o ity sa y ing he wo uld buy 
la ter. 
This mo rning when ^the bo dy 
wa s fo und there wa s but two do lla rs 
a nd so me sma ll cha ng e in his po ckets. 
This fa ct a dds a no ther pa g e o f m y s­ 
tery to the crime a nd ma kes it a ll the 
mo re difficult to so lv e. 
But Mrs. Co lema n a nd Grubbs bo th 
spea k o f the a ffa ir telling the sa me 
sto ries 
a nd 
unhesita ting ly 
a nswer 
ev ery 
questio n 
put 
to them. 
An 
eig ht y ea r-o ld

Mr. Gotschall does not th ink th at 
this is trae and*hints th at Bu tts has 
been greatly worried ov er some trou ble 
which he has imagined to be seriou s.

Washington, March 3.—A resolu tion 
was passed in the hou se au thorizing 
the immigration committee to investi­ 
gate charges of peonage in certain 
states, 
in the debate on that qu estion 
Mr. Clark of Florida denou nced As­ 
sistant Attorney General Ru ssell in 
connection with certain prosecu tions 
in Florida, and referred sarcastically 
to Attorney General Bonaparte. There 
followed a lively discu ssion over a bill 
to deport, after the serving of their 
sentence, all aliens convicted of felony. 
The measu re was defeated. 
Fou r hu ndred pension bills and a 
few other private bills were passed 
and the balance of the time was con­ 
su med in considering the postoffice ap­ 
propriation bill, which it is expected 
will be discu ssed for several days. An 
important bit of legislation was of­ 
fered the hou se by Mr. Hepbu rn of 
Iowa throu gh a bill imposing a tax of 
50 cents per hu ndred shares on stock 
or agreements to sell. 
In the senate most of the day was 
devoted to the passage of bills on the 
calendar which are not of general im­ 
portance. 
A bill to reorganize the con­ 
su lar service of the United States was 
passed. Mr. Lodge stated that the net 
resu lt of the measu re is to save abou t 
$ 1.0 0 0, to close twenty-eight consu l­ 
ates and to create seventeen new ones. 
No consu l will be dropped as a resu lt 
of this legislation, which will tak e ef­ 
fect Ju ly 1, 19 08.

Washington, March 3.—Commander 
William H. Sims, naval aide to Presi­ 
dent Roosevcdt, by his own statement, 
is responsible for the “row” over crit­ 
icisms of battleship constru ction. 
At 
the ou tset of his testimony before the 
senate committee on naval affairs he 
gave the committee to u nderstand it 
cou ld expect some sensations. 
This 
was done in a preliminary statement 
ou tlining what he “had to do with na­ 
val criticism,” which, he said, began 
back of 189 5 and was confined to offi­ 
cial channels. 
“Mu ch of my service 
has dealt with these criticisms,” he 
said, and continu ed: 
“I began when I was thirty-six years 
old and now* I am nearly fifty. 
I pu t 
this in becau se I am persistently called 
a you ng man. I am older than Admir­ 
al Capps, who has referred to me as a 
‘you ng man.’ ” 
Continu ing he said he wou ld have to 
go Into u npleasant 
facts, su ch as 
charging officers or inventors with 
having made misleading statements, 
the secretion of official docu ments, and 
the refu sal of su perior officers to ac­ 
cept su ggestions of valu e. 
The plan of Commander Sims to give 
the committee a sensation was u pset 
immediately by Senator Til man, who 
su ggested that the witness be instru ct­ 
ed to confine his testimony to alleged 
fau lty constru ction and to say nothing 
at this time of criticisms made of per­ 
sonnel or Incomplete organization, or 
other m atters which are to be tak en 
u p later. 
The commander ask ed that 
he be permitted to continu e his state­ 
m ent withou t interru ption and that 
the senators shou ld not cross-examine 
him u ntil he had conclu ded his state­ 
ment in his otvn way. 
His requ est 
was ignored. 
When confined to crit­ 
icisms 
of 
constru ction, 
Commander 
Sims protested that the procedu re of 
the committee “u pset him.” 
“You wou ld u pset the committee if 
you went into all of those things u t 
this time,” said Senator Tillman. 
Chairman Hale said the witness was 
not to say anything now abou t “ resist­ 
ance to criticism by nsval officers,” as 
that was a m atter of ethics. 
“Don’t you care to k now if the de­ 
partment has resisted criticism?” ask ­ 
ed the commander. 
“Not from you ,” was the reply. 
This incident fu rnished an illu stra­ 
tion of su bsequ ent proceedings du ring 
Commander Sims's testimony, 
lit' got 
away from the line of inqu iry again 
and again and members of the com­ 
mittee called him back sharply. 
“The armor belt on all ou r battle­ 
ships is too low,” Commander Sims 
stated broadly. 
He charged that the 
statements made by Rear Admirals 
Converse and Capps were misleading. 
“If an admiral shou ld go ou t of port 
withou t fu ll hu nk ers—say on a cru ise 
to the Pacific—and shou ld meet an 
enemy—say in the West Indies—he 
wou ld be cou rtmart ialed,” said 
the 
commander. “There might be a heavy 
sea ru nning and the fleet not be able 
to u se their gu ns for a week . 
Then 
the ships wou ld need fu ll bu nk ers.” 
He said the logs of the ships of the 
battleship fleet shou ld be secu red and 
these wou ld show’ the water line of all 
the ships. 
“T ha t’s for u s to get, not for you to 
state,” said Chairman Hale.

huiband take no pains to co nceal their 
co ntempt fo r the plebeian bo rn A m eri­ 
can ev en tho ug h they eag erly welco me 
her mo ney , and the discerning and 
sensitiv e w ife so o n reco g nizes it 
and 
suffers acco rding ly . 
These two facts, to say no thiug o f 
the disreputable mo ral character o f 
many 
fo reig n fo rtune hunters, who 
capture American brides, are them ­ 
selv es sufficient to make almo st cer­ 
tain the failure o f such a marriag e. 
The wo nder is with the lo ng list o f 
such unhappy unio ns befo re them that 
American g irls sho uld be so eag er to 
make such alliances.

workers of the American Seamen’s 
Friend society are sending to head­ 
quarters the news of the ev entful day s 
of shore leav e in which Uncle Sam's 
sailors swarmed ashore to their quar­ 
ters for sig ht of a g ood American face 
and the rare chance of a quiet smoke, 
a talk and a long letter to the folks 
at home. 
Stamp s, souv enir p ostals, 
reading material from home and stacks 
of letter p a|>cr are ex hausted at these 
brandies, the society ’s officers declare, 
and thousands of carefully scrawled 
missiv es hav e left their writing rooms 
for homes in ev ery p art of the United 
States 
At 
Rio 
de 
Janeiro, 
Montev ideo, 
Buenos 
Aires 
and 
Itosario, 
where 
headquarters for sailors 
hav e been 
maintained for y ears by this org aniza­ 
tion. the nav y tars hav e been wel­ 
comed. entertained and p iloted p retty 
clear of the shoals that lie p articularly 
foul of the course of the sailor in for­ 
eig n p orts. 
Human life, v ice and bad 
liquor are v alued cheap ly in some of 
these South American towns, and it 
g oes hard and often fatally with the 
seafaring man if be g ets into the 
hands of the nativ es.

With 
other local org anizations the American 
Seamen's Friend society 's branch at 
New York org anized a constant enter­ 
tainment for the men of the fleet. 
An 
information bureau was equip p ed, to 
which the sailors w*ent on their arriv al 
to hav e their money honestly chang ed 
and embark on ex cursions conducted 
about the p lace for their benefit

o n many a defenseless seaman in the 
past, and after sev en y ears o f hard 
effo rt the wo rkers o f these branches 
hav e o nly just succeeded in beco ming

A “ noiseless gun,” for which Hiram 
Percy Maxim, »on of Sir Hirnm Max­ 
im, who Invented the machine gun 
which l»ear» hi» name, has just boon 
granted a patent, threatens, in the eyes 
Of experts, to revolutionize the world 
cf arm». By the device the discharge 
of & rifle or revolver is rendered practi­ 
cally 
noiseless and, 
with smokeless 
powder, military experts assert, may 
lead to the entire equipment of the ar­ 
mies of the world. 
Mr. Maxim, who resides at Hartford, 
Conn., asserts that the discovery of the 
“silent firearm” really was an accident, 
resulting from his study of the prob­ 
lem of silenclug the explosions inci­ 
dent to the running of an automobile. 
The principle involved is similar to 
that of the automobile muffler, the re­ 
port being prevented through the ac­ 
tion of a valve which allows the gas 
to escape gradually, with only a silent 
hissing sound. 
By this device, which does'not alter 
the api>earauce of any weapon except 
for a small crosspiece near the muzzle, 
the escape of the gases following dis­ 
charge of tlie explosive is shut off just 
as the bullet emerges from the muzzle. 
This result Is obtained by means of a 
valve operated by the pressure of the 
gases sliding across the bore immedi­ 
ately after the bullet passes. 
Preventing the gases from escaping 
suddenly and provoking a consequent 
loud report, this valve allows them to 
issue gradually through a series of 
small holes, thus obviating all noise 
except a slight hissing sound.

weapon holds the power to revolution­ 
ize modern methods of warfare. 
By 
Its use skirmishers could work along 
an enemy’s front and shoot down pick­ 
ets without their presence being noted.

ing their positions. The extended front 
of an entire army, masked, might op­ 
erate with tremendous execution be­ 
fore its position could be defined.

where law did not count uutil Floyd 
Byrd 
became 
prosecuting 
attorney, 
and It satisfied him. 
But bis vanity 
had Its limits. 
Hargis detested photo­ 
graphs and photographers, says E. S. 
Iinner in Harper’s Weekly. 
His ene­ 
mies say that the reason was not a 
lack of vanity, but that the Breathitt 
king did not want his features toe 
well known to the people of other sec­ 
tions of Kentucky. 
For years he had 
decreed at intervals that no one should 
ever take a photograph of him. 
Dur­ 
ing the feuds several daring photogra­ 
phers who went to Jackson for the 
purpose of snappiug the king were 
glad to escape with their lives. 
They 
did not return until the eve of the first 
trial of Jim Hargis for the Callahan 
murder. 
The Judge knew of theli 
presence 
and 
vowed 
that 
his 
rule 
would not be broken. 
Of course all 
the leading papers of Kentucky had 
photographers at Jackson, especially 
to get a picture of Jim Hargis. 
The 
Louisville Cotirier-Journul had scut a 
young man named Robert Hooe. 
When the day came for the opening 
of the trial, the photographers wore 
lined up along the main street from 
the store of Hargis to the courthouse 
The accused waited In the rear of his 
store until the hour arrived for court 
to open, then covered his features with 
a quilt and made his way In that man­ 
ner to the trial.

thought that Hargis had won out and 
ga\e up the attempt for the time Ik* 
ing. 
Hoik*, however, went around to 
the rear of the courthouse and conceal­ 
ed himself near the entrance.

by the front entrance, he might discard 
it In leaving by the rear.

‘The cause of all our ills,* said Tol­

Two more sermons will complete the 
series of sermons.
